[JNDER the heading “Time For a Change,” ‘the article says in 
part: “For a number of years it has been clearly apparent that | 
the attitude of the university policy makers towards physical educa- | 
tion on the campus has been, to say .the least, short-sighted and 
unproductive. Judging from the actions of those who have been in 
control of the policy, the view has been held that a program of 
physical education has little or no place in the life of a university. 
i PROOF of this several points can be made. One of these is the 
inadequate financial allotment that has been given tg athletics | 
on the campus. The salaries paid in the past to those in charge | 
of physical education program has been ludicrous. Another point | 
is the establishment of arbitrary faculty or professional] standards 
that have prevented proper recognition of those carrying on the 
work, Still another point’has been the refusal of the authorities 
in the past to accept assistance from persons outside the university 
who wished to help. The advantage of a first-rate department of 
physical education are obvious. Physica! fitness should be one 
of our main objectives. We need but look at the results of army 
medical examinations under.the national mobilization regulations 
to realize that much needs to be done to raise the health standards 
of the youth of our country. 


VALUE of an active athletic program to the university is 
obvious to all who care to look. Not only is student interest in 
the university made greater; but also in future years such’ a pro} 
gram helps keep the alumni group together, Teams compefing in 
wholesome athletic contests can be one of the university's best 
advertisements among the people of the province. Now is certainly 
the time for a change in the. university's policy. Those who are 
responsible should look well at the problem and should toss away the 
petty prejudices and narrow views of the past. They have a great 
responsibility to the students, to the graduates, and to the people 
of the.province, Let them not fail in that responsibility as they | 
fiave in the past. There is definite need for an independent physical 
education program, well and capably run in the interests of all 
and the time to start is now.”

feelings are entirely in sympathy with the alumni. If the B.C 
varsity ever intends to take a place among the ranking institutions 
of learning in the Dominion.it will have to introduce a first-class 
program of physical education.

U.S. Aid to Britain 
To Be Discussed By 
Finance Officials 


WASHINGTON TAP) High 
officials of Great Britain and the 
United States will open a confer- 

» here next Monday to map 
economic relations. ‘be- 
tween the two countries, includ- 
ing the granting of multi-billion- 
jollar financial assistance to the 
| United Kingdom. 

Some authoritative estimates 
here are that Britain will reguire 
considerable financial assisfance 
over a three-year period. During 
this time she will be reconverting 
from war to peace and seeking 
to recover her export trade and 
expand it by at least 50 per cent. 

The conference, it was learned, 
will cover four maip topics.

OTTAWA (CP) — Reduced 
taxation and introduction of a 
“political democracy” will be in 
the forefront of the program to 
be advanced by the Social Credit 
group at the new session of Par- 
liament, Solon Low,’ Social 
Credit leader, said Wednesday. 

At 45, a former school prin- 
cipal, Mr. Low comes to Ottawa 
to take over leadership of the 
13 Social Credit members in the 
20th Parliament—three more 
than the party had at the last 
session. He brings with him 10 
years’ experience in the Alberta 
Legislature. 

“The tax burden must be re- 
duced as s0on as possible,” he 
said today. “It is a detriment 
to every phuse of our national 
life. Of course, reducing our 
taxes and maintaining our ser- 
vices is going to mean we must 
have a new conception of financ- 


ing, away from debt financing. | 


“There must be a new politi 
cal democracy, too. This rule.by 
party machine has got to go.” 

Mr. Low emphasized that his 
party had no alliancess with any 
other political group. 

“We are standing firm for the 
principles of Social Credit,” he 
said. “If they fit in with what 
someone else is supporting that 
is fine; if-they- conflict, then we 
will differ,”

Allied prisoners of war still be- 
hind barbed wire 

Prisoners in a camp near the 
quay pressed against the wire 
and roosted in the trees, cheering 
their liberators. 

An arriving Australian, recog 
nizing some of his countrymen, 
shouted: “Hello, you beauties.”
